JUDGE JOHN D. YOUNG 

Death Calls Aged and Respected 
Citizen to His Last Long 
Rest. 

Judge John D. Young, aged »7 
years, passed to the great beyond 
Monday morning, December 96, 
1910, of the infirmities incident to 
old age. The burial was in Mach- 
pelah Cemetery, this city, Tuesday 
under the auspices of the Masonic- 
fraternity. * 

Judge Young had been a resi- 
dent of Montgomery county about 
nine years, having moved here 
from Bath county. He was a 
genial old gentleman of the old 
school, of which there are so few 
left. His career has been a most 
remarkable on<\ startiny out in the 
business world at the age of eleven 

us as Deputy Sheriff of Bath 
county under his father, Thomas 
J. Young. He was later elected 
County Judge of Bath county and 
served as such four or live terms. 
He was then appointed a Deputy 
United States Marshal under his 
father, and in 1866 was elected to 
Congress from his district. He 
was elected to Congress a second 
term but his seat was contested. 
In all the positions he filled, he 
filled them with credit. Judge 
Young was a loyal Democrat and 
was very proud of the fact that lie 
as never defeated for an office 
that depended on the vote of the 
people for election. At the time 
of his death lie was a member 
of the Masonic Lodge of Owings- 
ville. 

He married Miss Elisabeth 
Badger, of Bath county, whom he 
jrvived for nearly five years.

At a dance Christmas Eve night 
at the home of Craddock Wil- 
loughby, in what is known as 
"Willoughby Nation," in the up- 
per end of Montgomery county, 
in a general light between the 
Willoughbys and the Martins, in 
which several pistols, several 
knives, one razor and a corn knife 
played parts. Hill Willoughby 
was shot live times and instantly 
killed: Craddock Willoughby was 
shot in the bowels and died 

yesterday; Clarence Young was 
shot through the liver and 
died also yesterday: Claude 
Willoughby was shot in the 
arm: Cal Willoughby WM shot 
slightly in the neck: Nelson Abner 
was cut slightly in the hand: (Jims.

Into the circumstances of th 
case il is unnecessary to go in d< 
tail, beyond a bald description <of 
the crime as one committed by a 
man in liquor upon a sh 
comrade. It is admitted 
Wynne had long nursed a

first degree." 

This is dangerous doctrine, the 
more so that it receives its sane- 
and indorsement from so high 
arce. It is certain to be im- 
mediately utilized to defeat the 
ends of justice and to provide yet 
another loophole of escape in a 
land where life is so cheap as to 
constitute murder all but a licensed 
crime. 

The distinction which Mr. Taft 
seeks to draw is a nice one; it may 
be that it commends itself to the 
legal mind; it is certain that plain 
people will retard it as a singu- 
larly unwelcome addition to the 
huge number of available defenses. 
For, as we all know, a very large 
proportion— the majority proba- 
bly—of murders are committed 
under the inlluence of liquor, a 
circumstance which we are dispos- 
ed to regard as an aggravation 
rather than a mitigation, and the 
doubt which is injected by the 
presidential dictum is one we could 
have been better without. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that 
Judges the country over will be as 
little impressed by this subversive 
dictum as we are.— Louisville 
Times.

Perhaps the stron«est argument 
for admitting women in Kentucky 
to school suffrage is the result ob- 
tained by seventy-one years of 
practically unadulterated male 
management of the public schools. 
According to otie table of illiteracy, 
Kentucky stands fourth from the 
bottom in the list of States and 
territories By every table, 
whether it deals with illiterates 
between the ages of ten and twen- 
ty — the coming generation, with 
adult illiterates, or with the whole 
population, Kentucky stands al- 
ways disgracefully far down the 
line. 

These conditions are being some- 
what improved, but thev are by 
no means remedied as yet. Th* 
last report of our State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction 
states that approximately three 
hundred thousand children are in 
regular attendance in the schools, 
while more than four hundred 
thousand children of school age in 
the State are not in any school.

Efforts continue to secure relief from 
the enormous tax imposed by Germany 
ou exports of potash to the United 
States. In these efforts all agricul- 
tural Interests are deeply concerned 
for the reason thnt potnsh Is nn essen- 
tial element of all commercial fertili- 
zers. 

Realizing the seriousness of the bur- 
den so Imposed, President Tnft and 
the state department have made vigor- 
ous protest to Germany, and the mat- 
ter is still pending. A representative 
of the state department who visited 
Berlin in an effort to secure redress 
from the German government has Just 
returned to Washington, and further 
action by the administration is ex- 
pected without great delay.

Did Germany Break Promises? 

It is understood that the state de- 
partment had assurances from the Ger- 
man government when the tax law 
was first talked of that nothing would 
be done which would impair existing 
trade arrangements. These assurances 
proved to be worthless, and after Ger- 
many had secured the benefits of the 
minimum rates of our new tariff law 
the potash tax was put into force. 
President Taft in his message to con- 
gress may have had this fact In mind 
when he snld. lettering to the success- 
ful working out of the maximum and 
minimum provision, "There are, how- 
ever, unfortunately, instances where 
foreign governments deal arbitrarily 
with American interests within their 
jurisdiction In a manner Injurious and 
Inequitable." 

It was when the German potash syn- 
dicate found that Independent mines 
had got almost all of the American 

per cent lower than the syndicate 
prices that the law now complained of 
by American consumers was demand-
